Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Gilje et 
al., {Preparation and nuclear magnetic resonance parameters of perfluoroalkyl- 
substituted phosphorus(V) hydrides, Journal of the Chemical Society, Chemical 
Communications, 1973, 813 - 814}. 

Applicants claim a process for the preparation of perfluoroalkylphosphines, 
characterised in that it comprises at least the reaction of at least one 
fluoro(perfluoroalkyl)phosphorane with at least one hydride ion donor; wherein all the 
variables are as defined in the claims 
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Gilje et al. disclose applicants' claimed process for the preparation of 
perfluoroalkylphosphines by reacting (CF 3 ) 2 PF2 and Me2SiH. See page 813.
